1. JAPANESE EMBASSY OFFICIALS DELIVERED DEC. 4 NEW GOJ 
PROPOSALS ON BOTH SALMON AND HALIBUT. PROPOSALS NOW BEING 
EVALUATED BY NORTHWEST FISHERIES CENTER FOR EFFECTIVENESS 
IN MEETING US DESIDERATA. AT FIRST GLANCE THEY APPEAR TO 
REFLECT GOJ DESIRE TO BE FORTHCOMING BUT PROBABLY DO NOT 
GO AS FAR AS NEEDED. SALMON ITEMS PARTICULARLY NOTEWORTHY 
IN THAT FOR FIRST TIME GOJ HAS BEEN WILLING COMMIT TO 

PAPER SPECIFIC PROPOSALS FOR ACTION, WITH OF COURSE 
INJUNCTION AS TO CONFIDENTIALITY. PAPERS ON BOTH SUBJECTS 
BEING POUCHED. 

2. JAPANESE OFFICIALS EXPRESSED HOPE THAT IN CIRCUM- 
STANCES US PRESS STATEMENT WOULD NOT BE ISSUED OR IF IT 
TO BE ISSUED THAT TONE BE SOFTENED. DEPT. OFFICIALS 
PROMISED LOOK INTO POSSIBILITIES BUT WITHOUT COMMITMENT. 

WE LEARNED THAT AT TIME OF THEIR CALL PRESS STATEMENT HAD 
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ALREADY BEEN MAILED TO NUMEROUS RECIPIENTS ALTHOUGH 
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EMBARGOED FOR AFTERNOON DEC. 6 AND THERE WAS NO 
POSSIBILITY OF KILLING OR MODIFYING STATEMENT. WE 
LATER INFORMED EMBASSY. KISSINGER
